JANUARY MDARC MEETING SPEAKERS 


lf you like maps, packets, and computers, January's speakers should spark you interest in a new phase of Amateur Radio; Automatic Packet Reporting 
System (APRS). Using packet radio to exchange longitude, latitude, elevation, heading, and speed, everyone monitoring the packet frequency and running the 
share-ware APRS program will see objects appear on a series of Zoomable maps displayed on their computer screens. The system can be used to report the 
location of stations, public event routes, storms, emergency sites, and with the use of a GPS receiver, track a mobile unit. The share-ware also provides for 
automatic RDF triangulation, and will be used for the upcoming MDARC balloon launches. Bill Bliss, WB6LPG, of Half Moon Bay, and Ken Swaggart, 
K7KKE, of Foster City, will be our speakers. They have pioneered the use of this new amateur radio technology in the Bay Area, and will use video projection 
to demonstrate APRS.

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Proper Procedure for Emergency Communication 
via Autopatch Service Bi 


This letter is in response to comments made by Dispatchers here at Contra Costa Sheriffs Dispatch Center (COMM1). The intend is 
not to criticize how Amateur Stations have been using the system in the past but rather to provide guidelines on how best to use the 
system in the future.. *s eae | 


| would like to start with a brief explanation of how the 911 system functions. Whenever you call 911, from your home or from your 
vehicle via autopatch, the system will auto-route your call to the proper agency, known as a PSAP (Public Safety Answering Point). 
This auto-routing is done using the location of your phone, i.e. if you live in Concord your call will be routed to Concord PD, if you live 


in a un-incorporated area of the county your call will be routed to Sheriffs Dispatch etc. An autopatch call will be routed to the PSAP 


that has jurisdiction where the system's phone line is located. This is important to keep in mind when you call using your radio and a 
autopatch. You should find out what PSAP will be answering your call, if possible, prior to using the system (Note: for the W6CX 
system Sheriffs Dispatch is the PSAP and for the WA6HAM system Walnut Creek PD will answer). Once you reach the PSAP they 
will have the ability to transfer you to any other PSAP in order to handle the nature of your call. This is important to keep in mind 
because there is a good chance that the PSAP answering will not have jurisdiction in the area you are calling from. 


| would now like to give a couple of examples of problem calls we get. With out a doubt the most troublesome call is the hang up. It 
is the policy of all agencies to make an effort to determine the status of all 911 hang-ups. This is the case because there could be 
someone in desperate need at the location of a hang up. Most hang-ups from autopatches are probably from errors in entering a 
code. If this happens please stay on the line, explain who you are and that you have simply miscalled. If you do not the dispatchers 
and or officers many spend there time trying to determine if the call was valid or not, keeping them from other important tasks. One 
other common call is one that is answered by dispatch and the calling party starts in with the call and does not unkey until they have 
relayed the entire message. In most cases the dispatcher is trying to get them to stop so they can transfer the call to the proper 
agency. Unkey often to see if the dispatcher is ready for and copying all you are saying. 


Finally | would like to give a example of how to make a emergency autopatch call. Before you even place the call get all of the facts 
you will need. This includes where you are, what the problem is, what services may be needed etc. Know the name of the street you 
are on and the direction of traffic. Try to identify cross streets or on/off ramps. You will be of little help if you can not describe the 
location and type of emergency. When you have alii the information ready identify yourself on the radio and that you are placing a 
autopatch call and enter the proper code. When the dispatcher answers wait for them to ask what you need. Identify yourself as a 
HAM radio operator, give your name and very brief description of the problem, i.e. traffic accident on Willow Pass Rd. Concord, unkey 
and wait for further instructions from the dispatcher. At this point you may need to be transferred to the proper agency. Standby 
while the dispatcher does this for you. When the other dispatcher answers repeat the description to them, unkey and wait for 
instructions. Remember to keep your transmissions short, sometimes the dispatcher may have to put you on hold to answer radio 
traffic or pick up another phone line. During busy times the dispatchers are doing many tasks simultaneously. Do not hang up until 
the dispatcher has gotten all required information from you and has hung up. When you are done with your call enter the hang-up 
code and identify that you are clear of the autopatch. | 


Your assistance in calling in emergencies as you come upon them is both helpful and appreciated by all, but only if you can be a 
source of timely and useful information. By following the example above and understanding how the system works you can be of 
great service to those in need.

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IT'S A BIRD...IT'S A PLANE...IT'S A SUNSPOTI 


Sunspots are the most obvious sign of solar activity. Sunspots are regions of very high magnetic field strength on the sun. It has 
been hypothesized that the differential in solar radiation across the suns surface may wrap "tubes" of magnetic flux around and 
around the sun. Where such magnetic "tubes" kink and penetrate the solar surface may be the cause of sunspots. Whatever their 
cause, their number does vary with an eleven year cycle. Most HAMs don't realize that the actual cycle is 22 years if you consider the 
reversal of magnetic polarity on the sun after each maximum sunspot activity; a twenty two year cycle from like polarity to like polarity 
or an eleven year cycle form one polarity to the opposite polarity. 


The last peak in sunspot activity was in August of 1989. After a lull, sunspot activity is again increasing. To avoid seeing spots 
before your eyes, sunspot activity can be correlated well with solar flux levels as well as direct observation. From mid- December 
1993 to the beginning of January 1994, solar flux has varied from a sy of 87 to a high of 148 x 10 to the -22. 


Violent activity sometimes occurs in the regions aytieunding scienols: At such time tremendous eruptions called solar flares eject 
huge quantities particles into space and emit strong radiation throughout the entire frequency spectrum. As DX'ers can testify, solar 
flares can flood the Earth's upper atmosphere with particles and radiation interrupting radio communications. For example, 
concomitant with a solar flux of 146, a major flare was announced on WWYV as occurring at 22:56 UTC on Sunday, January 2, 1994. 
The resulting interruption in the magnetosphere occurred the following Monday morning. }
